With Washington showing no 
signs of backing down from the 
British-American decision to pull 
out of Zone A of the strategic 
territory, the mood of the tense 
Yugoslavs again grew ugly. 
Demonstrators beat up an Amer­ 
ican student and a Yugoslav who 
dropped into the Belgrade office 
of the U. S. Information Service. 
Huge slogans spelling “ Entrance of 
Traitors” were scrawled on side­ 
walks outside the USIS office and 
the British reading room in the 
main part of the city. 
A reinforced ring of Yugoslav 
militia men surrounded both build­ 
ings as mass street demonstrations 
continued. New protests also were 
planned for tonight.

SCALES—'They’re as O ld as Industry Business Sees 


~ [Some Hope On

WASHINGTON-—Ever been bit­ 
ten by a m osquito? Of course at 
tile tim e the needle-nosed pest 
nailed you, it probably never oc­ 
curred to you to wonder how much 
of your precious- life blood the in­ 
sect devoured. 
It probably won’t m ake you feel 
much 
better to know, but the 
chances are 
that 
the 
mosquito 
virtually doubled Its weight by 
biting you—from about two milli- 
granis to about four milligrams. 
(A m illigram w eights about 33 
one-millionths of an ounce). 
This fascinating information, im ­ 
portant to medical researchers, and 
a lot more like It, touching on vir­ 
tually every field of human life, 
comes 
to 
us 
from 
new tricks 
which scientists and engineers are 
teaching m an’s oldest m easuring 
device— the scale. 
Scales were old far before the 
dawn of history and pictures of 
ancient Egyptian grocers weighing 
goods with them go back past 
4,000 B. C. Drawings made in 1023 
show the monks a t Italy’s abbey of 
M onte Cassino using scales.

' 
DURING TH E middle-age 3 gold 
weighers played an im portant part 
In international trade. Money sys­ 
tem s were confused and not inter- 
changable. With the help of very 
accurate scales, gold became our 
first International medium of ex­ 
change. 
For centuries, weights and m eas­ 
ures played an im portant part in 
m ilitary history. Up until after the 
Civil war, rations were Issued by 
w eight Instead of by units as they 
axe now. 
Even George W ashington, in his 
first message to Congress after 
being 
elected 
President, 
called 
upon 
the 
law m akers 
to 
take 
prom pt action to establish a uni­ 
form system of currency, weights 
and measures. 
Like money, weight is a medium 
of exchange, and you can imagine 
the chaos th a t would result if, for 
example, a pound in Alabama were 
different from a pound in Ver­ 
m ont, or lf a ton in Texas weren’t 
the same as one In Minnesota.

HOW EVER, hoary as its history 
Is, Hie scale which is transform ing 
our way of life is a modern de 
vice—strictly developed in Am er­ 
ica a j an American success story. 
In 
1830, 
a 
country 
inventor 
nam ed Thaddeus Fairbanks in St. 
Johnsbury, 
Vermont, 
made 
the 
first modern scale—one on which 
a wagonload of flax could be driv­ 
en and weighed. Later, the empty 
wagon was reweighed, and the dif­ 
ference was equal to the weight of 
the flax. Prior to Fairbanks’ In 
%’ention, scales were sm all and of 
.. lim ited capacity—not much bigger

than the crude balances of tile an ­ 
cient Egyptians. 
When fast, accurate weighing 
became possible, modern m ass pro­ 
duction 
became 
possible, 
t o o . 
Everything we eat, wear or use is 
weighed at least once and often 
scores of times. Today, modern in­ 
dustry has scales which will weigh 
an entire boat, plus its cargo, in 
the w ater; 
freight cars on the 
move; trucks flashing down the 
highway and goods on the produc­ 
tion line. Capacities vary from less 
than a millionth of an ounce to 
well over a million pounds. 
• 
• 
* 
IF TOU 
THOUGHT th at all 
scales do is weigh things, you 
couldn’t be more wrong. Modern 
scales have more tricks up their 
sleeve than Alladin’s lamp. Take 
counting, 
for example. Consider 
the case of the cigaret m anufac­ 
tu rer who gives a coupon which 
can be redeemed for prizes with 
every pack. Counting the millions 
of coupons which descended upon 
his plant every week w’as a terrible 
headache. It kept many people 
busy, working like mad, to tally 
them. Then the m anufacturer be 
gen to count his coupons by weigh 
ing them upon very delicate scales. 
Much expensive human labor is 
saved and the coupons are counted 
faster and more accurately than 
ever before. 
Today, scales count thousands of 
things w’e use: the num ber of pills 
in a bottle, the num ber of pieces 
of laundry in a bundle, the moun 
tains of transfers taken rn daily 
by a streetcar company, tile num ­ 
ber of paper clips in a box—and 
m any more.

WASHINGTON Uh—Trieste is the 
present European hoi spot. Yugo­ 
slavia's President Tito threatens 
the Italians if they move in troops. 
Tito may be bluffing. The crisis 
may br solver! short of shooting. 
Time will show. 
The crisis began last Thursday 
when the United States and Bri­ 
tain said they’d pull their troops 
out of Trieste, let the Italians take 
over part of it. 
Trieste is both a city and an 
area, about 320 square miles. The 
city is a port on the Adriatic Sea 
and so a prize. The population, 
mainly in the city itself, is around 
350,000. About 85,000 are Slavs, the 
rest Italians. 
An ancient city, long tied in with 
Italy, Trieste in the 14th century 
placed itself under Austrian pro­ 
tection and remained part of the 
Austrian dominion, with the excep­ 
tion of a few years in the Napole­ 
onic period, until 1918. 
When Austria was defeated in 
World War I. the Western Allies 
awarded Trieste to Italy, which 
held it until World War II Then 
Italy in turn, this tim e a German 
ally, was defeated. 
Tito, who had fought the Axis 
and whose own Yugoslavia was 
created in part out of the old Aus­ 
trian Empire which had held Tri­ 
este so long, claimed it fdr Yugo­ 
slavia. 
Yugoslavia was Communist and 
at that time, the end of World War 
II, a Russian satellite. But the 
Western Powers wanted to keep 
Italy friendly to them and in their 
camp. 
A 
Trieste 
compromise 
was 
worked out in the Italian Peace 
Treaty of 1947: Yugoslav troops 
would 
occupy 
part 
of 
'Trieste, 
called Zone B; the British and 
American allies would occupy the 
rest of the territory, called Zone 
A. including the city. 
This was to be a temporary ar­ 
rangement until the United Na­ 
tions picked a neutral governor for 
Trieste, which would then become 
a free territory under the U. N. 
But Russia and the Western na­ 
tions could never agree on a gov­ 
ernor. 
The result: American and Brit­ 
ish troops 
continued to 
occupy 
Zone A; Yugoslavs held Zone B. 
This situation dragged along until 
1948. By then relations with Rus­ 
sia had become an open, although 
cold, war. 
Yugoslavia at that time was still 
under Russia’s wing. But the Ital­ 
ian 
elections 
were 
coming 
ip. 
There was danger the Italian Com­ 
munists might win and take over. 
To help defeat them by strength­ 
ening the hand of the Italian anti­ 
com m unists, this country and Bri­ 
tain declared all Trieste should be 
given to Italy, since there had been 
no agreement on a governor for 
a free Trieste 
It didn’t matter to the West that 
this proposal infuriated Tito, still 
a Russian saellite. But when Tito 
broke with Stalin it was to the 
interest of the West to pacify him. 
The West then suggested Italy 
was hardly in a good bargaining 
position: Yugoslavia occupied Zone 
B, Italy still occupied nothing. 
The United States and Britain 
still had troops, about 7.000 
in 
Zone A. To strengthen Italy in 
dealing with Tito, the two allies 
let Italy have a hand in running 
Zone A. 
In the meantime, Tito began to

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TOO FEW CLASSROOMS, TOO FEW TEACHERS, 
NATION'S TOP TWO EDUCATION PROBLEMS

, WASHINGTON—N ot enough classrooms and insufficient teachers arc 
the two m ajor problems facing the nation as a record 34,233,700 chil­ 
dren prepare to enroll in September in school. 
The United States Office of Education estimates that $10.7 billion 
were required to construct 325,000 new classrooms needed in Septem­ 
ber, 1953.. 
However, construction has not kept pace with the ever-increasing 
influx of new students. By June of this year it was estimated that 
350.000 new classrooms were required. 
Dr. Ray L. Ramon, United States chief of the school housing division 
of state and local school systems, graphically illustrates the school 
construction problem facing the nation in these words: 
“The projection of known data 
indicates 
th a t 
increased 
enroll­ 
ments, 
along 
w ith 
annual 
de­ 
terioration and obsolescense, will 
create the need for an additional 
425.000 classrooms and related fa­ 
cilities by 1960. 
“In other words, on the basis of 
children 
already 
born 
and 
the 
sta tu s of existing school facilities, 
700.000 public elem entary and sec­ 
ondary classrooms and auxiliary 
facilities will be needed during the 
next seven years, in addition to 
the 50,000 classrooms built last 
year, in order to provide basic edu­ 
cational 
training for 
American 
children.** 


THIS WOULD require an outlay 
of approxim ately $21 billion by 
1960. 
Form er United States Commis­ 
sioner E arl Jam es McGrath, in 
commenting on the 325,000 class­ 
rooms needed in September, 1953, 
put it this way: 
"Additional floor space equal to 
a one-story building, 52 feet wide, 


extending from New York City to 
San Francisco, Calif., is needed 
adequately to house the nation’s 
public elementary and secondary 
school population/*

THE PRESENT commissioner, 
Lee M. Thurston, does not dispute 
the figures. He is now attempting 
to find ways to cope with the prob­ 
lem. 
Keeping pace with the need for 
additional classrooms, is the need 
for new teachers. 
The shortage 
lies entirely in the field of ele­ 
mentary education—in the kinder­ 
garten and in the classes prior to 
high school. No immediate dearth 
of teaching personnel faces the 
secondary schools or the colleges 
and universities. 
Dr. W. Earl Armstrong, acting 
head of the division of higher edu­ 
cation, outlined the problem re­ 
cently before the 16th Interna­ 
tional Conference on Public Edu­ 
cation at Geneva, Switzerland.

He stated, “To staff the elemen­ 
tary and secondary schools ade­ 
quately within the next IO years 
would require an addition each 
year of the equivalent of approxi­ 
mately half of the number of per­ 
sons graduated from colleges and 
universities in 1953/*

• 
O N E R E A S O N for the inability 
to r e c r u i t sufficient elementary 
class teachers is apparently the 
modest salaries they receive. They 
do not provide sufficient induce­ 
ment at a time when higher sal­ 
aries are prevalent in other posi­ 
tions. 
The National Education associa­ 
tion estimates that the average 
salary for teachers for the school 
year 1952-53 was about $3,530. 
Some teachers received more, some 
less. Elementary teachers received 
less. The NEA said that salaries 
of less than $1,000 a year are paid 
to some classroom teachers. 
The NEA added that in 1951 the 
average teacher earned two per 
cent less than the average em­ 
ploye. It feels that a major up­ 
turn is needed in salaries “to raise 
the compensation of professionally 
prepared teachers to professional 
levels.” 
The federal government has done 
comparatively little to meet the 
overall 
p r o b l e m s 
facing 
the 
schools. Its aid is limited largely 
to providing funds for construction 
and maintenance of schools in de­ 
fense areas. In the 1953 fiscal year 
Congress appropriated $255,500,000 
for this purpose.

NEW YORK (JV-Are you nag- 
ing your wife enough? 
Probably not. A husband today 
often is 
“ the 
stranger 
in 
the 
house,” the man nobody else in 
the family really knows. 
He eats his meals at home, 
reads the newspaper, 
pats the 
children absent-mindedly on the 
G ilead when his wife says they’ve 
been good, spanks them absent­ 
mindedly on the 
bottom 
when 
she says they’ve been bad. and 
brings her his paycheck regular­ 
ly 
But many wives 
want 
more 
from a husband than 
this. 
Al­ 
though they take him for grant­ 
ed, they don’t want him to take 
them for granted. 
They want some sign of love 
from him, or else they mope and 
become unhappy. 
The sm art thing for a husband 
to do in this case is start nag­ 
ging his wife 
immediately, 
as 
nagging is the simplest and eas­ 
iest way to show affection in a 
marriage'. A wife nags her hus­ 
band, she says, only because she 


loves him. So if he doesn’t nag 
her 
back, 
is 
he 
being 
fair? 
Doesn’t he want to return her 
love?

This may not be logical, but 
women pay no attention to the 
laws of logic. 
How should a husband go about

SPEEDING THE MAILS 
AIRLINES ARE NOW CARRYING first I 
class mail between Chicago, New Y o r k 
and Washington on a “space available" 
basis for the regular three-cent rate. This 
is an experiment which, if it proves suc­ 
cessful, will result in a noticeable speeding 
of the mails. 
The experiment will spread across the 
nation as America keeps pace with t h e 
atomic age. Postmaster General Summer­ 
field predicts. The first flight out of Wash­ 
ington for Chicago was ridden by Summer­ 
field. The additional swift service to mil­ 
lions may be lost among more dramatic 
developments in the Post Office Depart­ 
ment’s long history. But as a permanent 
improvement in the service, it rivals them 


all. 
The Pony Express, which was misnamed 
—it carried only mail and should have 
been called the Pony Mail—filled the pages 
of romance. Yet it lasted only from April 
S, 1860 to October 24, 1861; traveled only 
650,000 miles in all. The cost was $5 a half 
ounce. The nation was jubilant when mail 
took to the air for six cents a letter in 1918. 
But the first run benefitted only New York 
and Washington. 
The importance of the experimental first 
class air mail flights is not so much in the 
additional service of the moment. It is that 
a pioneer spirit again blooms in a federal 
department that touches all men’s lives. An 
alert businessman who tossed politics aside 
on his elevation to the cabinet, Summer­ 
field persuaded other business executives 
to leave fat jobs and sacrifice a few years 
to public betterment. 
These men called in airline heads and de­ 
manded that they, too, cooperate in giving 
the people better service. 


JADED APPETITES 
HE MAY HAVE COME up with a good 
Idea—that chef in a large New York hotel, 
who says what the country needs is som e­ 
thing new to eat. The concoctions people 
are called upon to eat nowadays do little 
to revive jaded appetites, he says. 
Stories of 20-course dinners of the past 
are always intriguing, but one little detail 
this chef overlooks is that people—especial­ 
ly women—are weight conscious today, and 
unless he can fabricate something devoid 
of calories it would probably not become 
popular. 


Rudolf Bing, who manages the Metropol­ 
itan Opera very well, objects to H e l e n 
Traubel singing in night clubs and at the 
Metropolitan. 
For him, it is one or the other. Where­ 
upon Miss Traubel waxed lyrical about 
American folk music, which she just loves 
to sing in the night clubs, which pay her 
in the vicinity of $5,000 a week, more or 
less, a sum that the Metropolitan cannot 
meet. 
The press made quite a thing of t h e 
story and generally gave Bing a B r o n x 
cheer, which is a dastardly unmusical note. 
However, Wagner will be sung without 
Traubel as it was before Traubel ever put 
foot on board. 
The classics have a way of finding ar­ 
tists who are willing to sing them and play 
tnem at whatever the box office will bear, 
and to accept the disciplines which they re­ 
quire. 
There was a great Metropolitan artist 
who thought he could resist discipline, so 
he get himself a job which required an 
enormous amount of singing. Soon the fine­ 
ly tuned ears of musicians noted a hoarse­ 
ness that should not have been there. Then 
came the slight—oh! so slight—off pitch 
which proved that the vocal chords were 
weary. That gteat artist is not doing too 
much singing these days. 
It wroula be difficult to imagine Caruso 
singing even a Neapolitan ditty in a 52nd 
Street bistro, the smoke not only in his 
eyes but inhaled into his throat and lungs. 
Maybe it is not important that Caruso 
should ever have existed; yet his glorious 
tenor is a delight even today on the old­ 
fashioned recordings. With Chaliapin, it 
might have been different; his bass voice 
seemed to have been able to stand any­ 
thing. 
I used to watch Mario Lanza move the 
piano up at Tanglewood during the Sum­ 
mer that he was there trying to get an edu­ 
cated voice. I did not then know that he 
would ever be a lusty tenor, cleaning up on 
Hollywood salaries. 
But if anyone wants to test the differ­ 
ence between Caruso and Lanza, listen to 
the recordings of each, singing the same 
music. Bing never asked Lanza to sing at 
the Metropolitan. 
To sing Wagner, such perfection of voice 
as few’ possess is required. Perhaps I might 
make this comparison: 
listen to Isaac 
Stern or Zino Francescatti play the fiddle 
and then ask an amateur, who has been 
practicing for ten years, to play in his own 
fiddle Instrument and soul betray t h e 
amateur. 
Stern, in particular, makes a violin live. 
One looks at the heavy-set, almost square 
figure holding his instrument with his chin, 
and wanders what he can do. Such artists 
as Kreisler, Heifetz, Elman, Jan Kubelink 
of another vintage can make music speak 
and thrill. 
But nobody would want to listen to such 
an artist play in a saloon, with the fat 
man gooing inebriately a much too young 
ga! who giggles. Murder would be defens­ 
ible under such circumstances.

It is, however, an alm ost gen­ 
eral desire of the hum an race to 
extend its life span on earth . 
W itness

sophical and electronic efforts to 
this end. 
An analysis was m ade from 
governm ent and insurance rec­ 
ords of th e aged to determ ine the 
factors connected w ith length of 
life. It was found th a t persons In 
the higher income brackets lived 
longer th a n those of m uch less 
fo rtu n ate 
circum stances. 
U n­ 
skilled laborers had th e sh o rtest 
span of life. 
However, in recent years, this 
gap betw een the econom ic;classes 
has been gradually closing. Those 
living in certain rural areas, as 
a rule, live longer th a n those in 
m any o th e r regions. People in the 
m ountain and southern states 
have a shorter life expectancy. 
Persons 
living 
on 
farm s 
live 
longer th a n those who work in 
factories. 
M arried 
people 
live 
longer th a n single people. Why 
m arriage confers this increased 
tim e is n o t known. Maybe th a t is 
the way n a tu re intended it. 


An im portant point, in select­ 
ing a place to live, is the public 
health facilities provided by th e 
com m unity for protection ag ain st 
diseases which are contagious 
and degenerative. 
A person wishing to live a 
longer 
life 
should 
seek 
early 
treatm en t of any and all diseases 
or conditions th a t tend to a lte r 
his health. He should confer With 
bis physician about any sym p­ 
tom atology 
which 
may 
occur 
th a t Is out of the ordinary. Of 
! course, the im portance of care 
and avoidance of accidents c a n ­ 
not be overem phasized. 


Runs in Fam ilies 
It has been often said th a t 
probably the m ost im p o rtan t a d ­ 
vantage in living a long life would 
be the ability to select one’s own 
ancestors. If one descends from 
a healthy stock of long-lived 
people, his chances of longevity 


I are increased trem endously. 
But, let us not forget th a t an 
annual health audit can con­ 
tribute m uch to long life. 


QUESTION AND ANSWER 
P. T.: Is it true th a t m any dis- 
I eases can be partially caused by 
em otional and m ental d istu rb ­ 
ances in th e patient? 
Answer: Yes. m ental conflicts 
and em otional disturbances are 
very often responsible for sym p­ 
toms.

One new spaper chal­ 
lenged this press association and 
a long correction was sent out, 
before publication. How many ed­ 
itors had checked the press as­ 
sociation news stories with the 
com m ittee’s textual report sent 
them in advance? 
How m any then challenged the 
source on the falsj im pressions 
in the original W ashington story 
they received? 
This docum entation could go on 
alm ost indefinitely. The A m eri­ 
can daily press deserves endless 
credit for 
its 
accuracy 
under 
handicaps in handling hundreds 
of m illions of words of news per 
year. But it should, I believe— 
within its own 
ranks—face the 
fact of too much slanting of too 
much BIG news.

Monday Club Hears Talk 
On Ohio By Mrs. Adkins 


T h e M elting Pot' 
* 
Is T itle O f Paper 


Mrs. J. W. Adkins Jr. of North­ 
ridge Rd. presented a paper, “The 
Melting Pot,” Monday e v e n i n g 
when Monday Club met in Memor­ 
ial Hall. 
Mrs. Adkins said there was no or­ 
ganized migration to the Northwest 
Territory before the Revolutionary 
War, but once the War was won, 
w 
land-hungry hordes of r e b e l s 
against the English crown came 
pouring into the Ohio country. It 
seems strange that so many people 
were willing to leave the settled and 
still uncrowded East Tor the uncer­ 
tain life of the Ohio Wilderness, so 1 
it must be that the fertile lands and 
vast forest appealed to the restless 
easterner who, in many instances, 
was a soldier who had lost what lit- 
tie he owned during the war and 
W had no hope of payment for his 
services 
from 
an 
impoverished 
group of struggling new states. 
So the settlers came, and with 
their arrival presented an enor­ 
mous problem. Who owned Ohio? 
By a Land Ordinance of 1785. the 
territory became the legal property , 
of the United States and thus land 
could be surveyed and deeds exe­ 
cuted. 
The first area in Ohio to invite 1 
^ settlement was the upper Ohio Riv­ 
er Valley, and the work was turn­ 
ed over to the newly organized Ohio 
Company, headed by the Rev. Cut- ; 
ler of Massachusetts and General 
Putnam, an engineer. The first or­ 
ganized settlement was at Marietta, 
well-chosen because of its nearness 
to Virginia and trade up the Mus­ 
kingum River. Typical of the New i 
England influence was the prompt 
establishment of a c h u r c h and 
school. 
Second settlement was between 
the Great and Little Miami Rivers, 
led by J^hn Symmes and his group 
from New Jersey. Cincinnati is the 
present site of that settlement. 
Third group to settle were the 
ill-fated French 500 at Gallipolis. 
Never were settlers less fitted for 
the hardships of frontier life, and 
the rigors of this country took a 
heavy toll. 
Kentuckians 
a n d 
Virginians 
made the fourth settlement at Man­ 
chester, between the Little Miami 
and the Scioto where tracts of land 
were given as bounties to war he­ 
roes. The important city of this set­ 
tlement became Chillicothe. 
About this time, the Scotch and 
Irish traveled into the Ohio Terri­ 
tory and settled in 
the Hocking 
Valley; and even today the hill 
country and Scioto County are rich 
in their traditions. 
It was not until Ohio became a 
•tate that the influence of the pow- 
erful strain of Weslim Reserve, a 
desolated country; began to be felt. 
Salt works and charcoal furnaces 
were 
introduced by the Scotch 
around Jackson. Music lovers still 
are grateful to the Welsh for pre­ 
serving the customs of their 
mu­ 
sic festivals. The Germans brought 
beer, music, and the traditions of 
V* a highly industrialized fatherland. 
They set up the firsY bank, first or­ 
gan factory, the first iron found­ 
ries and woolen and flax mills. 
They established the first kinder­ 
garten in America at Columbus. 
The Swiss settled in 
the 
rural 
districts and in Cincinnati, 
where 
they excelled in watchmaking and 
manufacturing. 
Scandanav i a n s, 
Slavs, Italians, Czechs and Finns 
came to meet the labor needs of 
this shipping 
and 
manufacturing 
center. 
The population of Ohio in 1953 is 
seven million, 
and 
more 
people 
live in small towns 
and 
villages 
than in any other state. We have 
never lost our characteristics 
of 
decentralization and cosmopolitan­ 
ism and though the melting pot has 
continually simmered, Ohio has not 
assimulated her diverse 
groups 
and may be said to be without real 
spiritual unity.

3. Don’t expect to sell your first 
story. Put it aw ay in a drawer and 
w rite nine more. Then take out the 
first one. lf it still looks good, send 
it in. lf not, keep trying until you 
are satisfied. 
4. I f s easier for the producer if 
you write your scrip in regular 
dialogue form , using only the left 
hand side of the page. This leaves 
room for a director’s notations on 
the right. This form at, however, 
is not what sells a story. If i f s 
a good story, it can be written any 
way you want to do it. The studio 
staff will take care of putting it in 
the proper form. 
The m ost im portant things Hor­ 
rell says, is to keep the reader, 
looker or listener em otionally in­ 
volved in the characters, and won­ 
dering what will happen to them 
next.

Baseball Up 
Before U.S. 
High Court 


WASHINGTON 
Ut) —- Organized 
baseball goes before the Supreme 
Court today in what is perhaps the 
most significant legal 
contest in 
the history cf the national sport. 
The court has been asked to de-1 
cide whether baseball is an illegal 
monopoly in restraint of trade, lf 
it decides that it is, the 
ruling 
could mean the end of big league 
baseball as it is now played. 
But this is an extreme possibil­ 
ity. Even if the court were to rule 
against baseball, there are possible 
outs. Congress, for instance, could 
pass a special law, or there might 
evolve a sort of gentleman’s agree­ 
ment among baseball players. 
Argument on three appeals the 
high court agreed to hear was set 
down to begin late today, but it 
was possible that start of the three- 
hour argum ent would be deferred 
until tomorrow. 
The question 
whether 
baseball 
violates the nation’s antitrust laws 
has been before the Supreme Court 
before. In 1922 the court decided 
baseball w asn’t a 
business, 
and 
that as a sport it was not subject 
to federal antitrust laws. 
The three appeals now before the 
high court were filed 
by 
minor 
i leaguers George Toolson and Wal- 
i ter Kowalski and a minor league 
clubow ner, J ac Corbett. 
The appeals maintain that base­ 
ball amounts to something resem b­ 
ling slavery since the players are 
tied to their club owners under the 
controversial reserve clause, which 
gives the owners absolute control 
over baseball activities of the play­ 
ers.

Treatment Found 
Effective Against 
Bean "Halo Blight" 


A new light has been shed on why 
the antibiotic drug^ are capable of 
swift and effective control over cer­ 
tain bacterial diseases of plants. 
Scientists attending an Ameri­ 
can Institute of Biological Sci­ 
ences meeting in the University 
of Wisconsin were informed that 
streptomycin, an antibiotic, h a s 
the ability to penetrate plant tis­ 
sue and then spread in an up­ 
ward-outward course through the 
plant’s circulatory system. 
Knowledge of this systemic ac­ 
tion is of immediate value to grow­ 
ers preparing to use antibiotics in 
sprays for the control of bacteria] 
diseases. It may eliminate the need 
for IOO per cent coverage of plant 
surfaces and thus save on labor 
and spray materials. 
A team of U. S. Department of 
Agriculture 
research 
scientists, 
headed by Dr. John W. Mitchell, 
principal plant physiologist, traced 
the course taken by streptomycin 
after it was applied to the lower 
stem s of bean plants. Within a few 
hours after application traces 
of 
the antibiotic were found in the up­ 
per leaves. 
• • © 
FUR7UER experiments, all of 
which took place at the government 
station, Beltsville, Md., demonstrat­ 
ed that streptomycin checked and 
eliminated the organism respon­ 
sible for the widespread bean dis­ 
ease, “halo blight.” 
Twenty-five micrograms of strep­ 
tomycin applied to the stem s re­ 
duced the severity of halo blight 
symptoms which had developed on 
nearby leaves. Fifty micrograms 
arrested 
symptom 
development 
and IOO micrograms completely 
prevented symptom development. 
(One hundred micrograms 
is 
a 
mere trace—one ten thousandth of 
a gram or one three hundred thou­ 
sandth of an ounce.) 
In a separate test to determine 
whether bean plants could absorb 
the antibiotic through their roots, 
high levels of streptomycin 
were 
mixed in the soil in which 
the 
beans were growing. 
No trace of the substance could 
be found in the leaves of these 
plants, leading to the conclusion 
that no protection against disease 
could be expected if the antibiotic 
was applied to the soil rather 
than to the plant itself.

A Parent 
Who Plans 
To Re-Wed

A divorced parent or a widow or 
widower with children, who is con­ 
templating remarriage, might find 
some of the following suggestions 
worth considering at this time. 
I. Don’t let >ourself be so ab­ 
sorbed in the new marriage as to 
overlook the needs of the child.

problems of adjustments to arise 
and not to let yourself grow upset 
over them.
